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WT. PETERSBURG, Jan. 22.— This has been a day of 
>K unspeakable horror in St. Petersburg. The strikers 
V? of yesterday, goaded to desperation by a day of vio- 
lent fury and bloodshed, are in a state of open insur- 
rection against the government. A condition almost border- 
ing on civil war exists in the terror-stricken Russian capital. 
The city is under, martial law, with Prince Vasilirhikoff as 
commander of over 30,000 of the Emperor's crack guards. 
Troops are bivouacking in the streets tonight, and at various 
places .on the Nevsky Prospect, the main thoroughfare of the 
city. On the Island of. Vassili Ostrov, and in the industrial 
sections, infuriated men have thrown up barricades, which 
they are holding. The Empress Dowager has hastily sought 
safety at Tsarskoe-Selo, where the Emperor Nicholas II. is 
living. 

Minister of the Interior Sviatopolk-Mirsky presented to 
His Majesty last night the invitation of the workmen to ap- 
pear afthe Winter Palace this afternoon and receive their pe- 
tition, but the Emperor's advisors had taken a decision to 
show a resolute front and the Emperor's answer to 100,000 
workmen, trying to make their way to the palace square to- 
day, was a solid array of troops, who met them with rifle, 
bayonet and sabre. 

GOPON A STRIKING DRAMATIC FIGURE 

The priest, Gopon, the icader and idol of the men, in his 
golden vestments, holding aloft the cross and marching at 
the head of workmen, through the Narva Gate, miraculously 
escaped a volley which laid low half a hundred persons. The 
figures of the total number killed here, at the Moscow gate, 
at the various bridges and islands and at the Winter Palace 
vary. The estimate is that 500, although there are exagger- 
ated figures placing the number as high as 1,500, were 
killed. The men were accompanied by their wives and chil- 
dren and in the confusion which left no time for discrimina- 
tion, the latter shared the fate of the men. 

The troops with the exception of a single regiment, which 
is reported to have thrown down its arms, remained loyal 
and obeyed orders. But the blood which crimsoned the 
\snow has fired the brains and passions of the strikers and 
turned women, as well as men, into wild beasts; and the 
cry of the infuriated populace is for vengeance. The sym- 
pathy of the middle classes is with the workmen. 

If Father Coupon, the master mind of the movement, 
aimed at open revolution,: he managed the affair like a 
genius to break the faith of tlie people in "The Little Father," 
whom they were convinced and whom - Father Gopon had 
taught them to believe would right their wrongs and redress 
their grievances. Gourky. the Russian novelist, expresses the 
opinion that today's work will break this faith of the people 
in the Emperor. 'He said tonight to the Associated Press : 



"' Today inaugurated revolution in Russia. The Em- 
peror's prestige will he irrevocably shattered by the shedding 
of innocent blood. He has alienated himself forever from 



his people. Gopon taught the workmen to believe that an 
appeal direct to the 'Little Father' would be heeded. They 
have been undeceived. Gopon is now convinced that peace- 
ful means have failed, and that the only remedy is force. 
The first blood has been shed but more will follow. It is 
now the people against the oppressors, and the battle will 
be fought "to the bitter end." 

The military authorities had a firm grip on every artery 
in the city. At daybreak, 'regiments, cavalry and infantry, 
held every bridge across the frozen Neva, the network of 
canals which interlaces the city and the gates leading from 
the industrial section, while in the Palace Square, as the 
storm centre, were massed 'dragoon regiments, infantry and 
Cossacks of the Guards. 

Stopped at the bridges and gates, men, women and chil- 
dren crossed the frozen , river and canals on the ice in twos 
and threes, and came to the 1 Palace Square, where they were 
sure the Emperor would meet them. 

ST. PETERSBURG IN STATE OF PANIC 

But the way was blocked by volleys and bayonets, and 
the men, frenzied at the loss of loved ones, cursed the Em- 
peror while they retreated. Men began to build barricades 
in the Nevsky Prospect and at other points, using any ma- 
terial that came to hand, and even chopping down the tele- 
graph poles. . 

Fighting meantime continued at various places, the 
soldiers volleying and charging the mob. 

The whole city was in a state of panic. Women were 
running through the streets, seeking lost members of their 
families. Several barricades were carried by the 
troops. 

Towards eight o'clock in the evening the crowds, ex- 
hausted, began to disperse, leaving the military in posses- 
sion. As thev retreated up the Nevsky Prospect, the work- 
men put out all the lights. The little chapel at the Narva 
Gate was wrecked. 

On the Kaminostov Island all the lights were extin- 
guished. Every officer wearing the uniform of the Emperor 
was mobbed. A general was killed on the Nicholas bridge 
and a dozen officers were seized, stripped of their epaulettes 
and deprived of their swords. 

It is rumored tonight that M. Witte will be appointed 
Dictator tomorrow, but the report is riot confirmed. The 
authorities do not seem to recognize the magnitude of the 
crisis with which the dynasty and autocracy are confronted 
on account of today's occurrences, and apparently are paral- 
yzed as to what to do. 

RUSSIA WILL SUE FOR PEACE 

Intense indignation is bound to be aroused all over 
Russia. The workmen and revolutionists expect news from 
Moscow and other big centres where the troops are not of 
the same class as the guards regiments of St. Petersburg. 

A member of the Emperor's household is quoted as say- 
ing today this conflict will end the war with Japan, and that 



Russia will receive a constitution or Emperor Nicholas will 
lose his hcad._ 

The Trans-Siberian railway is reported to have been 
torn up for a mile and a half, but the damage is alleged to 
have been repaired. 

There was a very dramatic scene at the Narva Gate 
when Father Gopon in golden vestments and bearing aloft 
an ikon, and flanked by two clergymen carrying religious 
banners, approached at the head of a procession of 8,000 
workmen. Troops were drawn tip across the entrance. 
Several times an officer called 1 upon the procession to stop, 
but Father Gopon did not falter. 

Then an order was given to fire — first with blank car- 
tridges. Two volleys rang out, but the line did not waver. 

Then with seeming reluctance, the officers gave the 
command to load with ball, and .the next volley was followed ; 
by the shrieks and cries of the wounded. 

As the Cossacks followed up the volley with a charge, 
the workmen fled before them, leaving too dead or wounded. 

It was evident that the soldiers deliberately spared 
Father Gopon. One man by his side was wounded, but he 
escaped untouched and hid behind a wall until the Cossacks 
passed, and he was then spirited away by workmen. 

WITH THE COMING OF EVENING. 

With darkness it was feared the mob might begin to 
loot and pillage and even burn, but beyond the breaking of 
a few windows on the Nevsky Prospect and the pillaging of 
fruit shops, little disorder was reported. Most of the 
theatres were closed, but at the People's Palace, which was 
open, two liberals attempted to harangue the audience, pro- 
posing at the close that the audience testify to their sym- 
pathy with their fallen brethren. The orators were promptly 
arrested and the audience walked out. 

By midnight the sound of firing had ceased, except on 
Yassili Ostrov island, where the troops met a renewed 
demonstration with several volleys. 

In the meantime the strike leaders assembled and de- 
cided to continue the struggle with arms. No day was 
fixed for the next demonstration. The strikers arc so 
excited, however, that trouble is expected to result tomor- 
row. At a big meeting tonight the following message from 
M. Gourky; the novelist, was read: 

:;: "Beloved associates: We have no Emperor.- In- * 

: ' : nocent. blood lies between him and the people. Now * 

* begins the people's struggle for freedom! May it * 

* .prosper. My blessing upon you all. Would that I * 

* might be with you tonight , but I have much to do." * 

A workman, who was introduced to speak in Father 
Gopon's name, made a- fiery speech. He appealed to liberals 
to furnish arms. The meeting adopted a letter denouncing 
the officers and regiments that fired on the workmen and 
another letter extolling the Moscow regiment, which refused 
ro fire. 

The Associated Press correspondent was present when 
the first barricades were constructed on Vassili .Ostrov 
island, where fighting occurred later, resulting in the killing 



of thirty of the defenders of the barricades. The strikers, 
driven from the riverfront, had gathered in front of the 
Union headquarters, out of sight of the soldiers. Buzzing 
like a nest of angry hornets, a hundred men brandished 
handleless sabre blades secured from some junk shop, which 
were the only weapons seen in the hands of the strikers 
during the day. Others swarmed up the poles and cut down 
the telegraph, telephone and electric light wires, which they 
strung from lamppost to lamppost across the street to break 
up the charges of cavalry. 

PITIFULLY IMPOTENT RESISTANCE. 

At first none of the leaders seemed to have any plans. 
Suddenly two men appeared carrying ladders and others 
rushed up with more ladders, timber and lumber from in- 
complete buildings, and with old sleighs. 

. In the twinkling of an eye- a substantial barricade had 
been constructed, bound together with wires and ropes. On 
these water was poured, which immediately froze. As a 
last contribution, Christmas trees were added to the pile, 
and the> crowd rushed to repeat the process at the other 
end of the block. 

Meanwhile others were bringing on bricks and breaking 
them for missiles. When the troops advanced, the strikers 
lined the barricades and offered wdiat resistance they could, 
but while half of the infantry rested their rifles on a barri- 
cade and volleyed, the others demolished the obstruction and 
marched over the street, which was then encumbered with 
fifty dead or wounded and the snow crimsoned with human 
blood. 

PETERSBURG'S TROUBLED SLEEP 

St. Petersburg, Jan. 2 3 .-( 4 =45 »• m .)— St. Petersburg 
is sleeping quietly at this hour, worn out by the excitement 
of a long day. Laborers and spectators have long since 
left the streets, and the military and police have had little 
to do for hours beyond driving off occasional riotous bands 
of young roughs bent on window breaking and marauding, 
and dispersing groups of too demonstrative Socialists or 
liberals returning from protracted meetings, where their 
minds were fired with incendiary speeches. 

Since midnight the Russian capital has been as peaceful 
as it was the preceding night, but. in the palace square and 
in all the principal streets j.nct open places throughout the 
town bivouac fires are gleaming, and infantrymen sleeping 
near their stacked rifles, or marching hither and thither. 
Cavalrymen, on wearied horses, are patroling the long thor- 
oughfares. 

No further firing has been heard and no more reports 
of collisions have been received. 

A renewal of rioting is not expected until late in the 
morning if at all today, as the strikers, thoroughly wearied 
by yesterday's events, will be inclined to wait until the mili- 
tary preparations have somewhat relaxed. 

It is impossible even how to estimate at all closely the 
casualties of the day. The exact number of deaths probably 
never will be known. v

,M. Combes' Successor at Work 
Filling Portfolios In the 
Government. 



M. Rouvier's Successful Career 
as a Politician — Policy 
Outlined. 



Paris, .Tan. 21. — The formation of a 
mew cabinet under tho presidency of M. 
Rourier is well under way. Following 
lengthy conference with President 
Loubet this morning, M. Rouvier enter- 
ed, an automobile and spent the day eon- 
versing w irh those whom lie hopes to 
enlist in tlie ministry. Those 
•with whom he had interviews include M. 
Delcusse, who it is certain will retain 
the portfolio of foreign affairs in the 
new cabinet; M. Snrrien, who, it is rea- 
sonably certain will he minister of jus- 
tice; and M. DeLuzes, Etieune Rienvenu, 
Martin Jean Dupuy and Antoine Du- 
ibost, Who probably will bo included in 
the final list. Senators Poiencnrre and 
Gauthier also are expected to he mem- 
bers. 

Mj Kouvier, however, lias not com- 
pleted his work, and will continue con- 
sultations tomorrow. Therefore Mie var- 
ious lists of men and their portfolios are 
speculative. The, policy of the new 
•cabinet lias not -yet been announced, but 
it is expected to include workingmon's 
tperisians, ani income tax and the Kepara- 
tion of church and state in the order 
warned. 'Phis differs from the order of 
IMilicy of the Combes cabinet, which 
placed the separation of ohurdi and 
state ifirst. The most difficult task of 
the cabinet will 'be the harmonizing of 
the groups constituting the majority in 
the chamber. 

The now premier combines ability of 
the highest order with a remarkable 
experience of nearly a quarter of a cen- 
tury, beginning with the Gamhotta cabi- 
net of 1SS1 and including that of M. 
Txmbet in 1892. His .chief ability has 
lieen as a financier,' in which capacity 
did ic< Toeognized as the first in Europe. 
He is not considered a skilful parlia- 
mentary ' lender. His present tusk ol 
'reconciling animosities recalls a .similar 
■role when he was president of the eouu- 
-cil in 1837. Boulangerism was then 
■rampant and M. Rouvier attempted to 
■quiet the excitement by excluding Pon- 
langor from Hie ministry. This, with 
•other complications, finally led to the 
rfnll of President Grevy. The indica- 
tions are that M, Pouvier rwlll have 
difficulty in returning a majority and 
many predict a prolonged 'period of un- 
stable ministry and the ultimate calling 
of M. Millerand or some other represen- 
tative independent element.

European Countries Fear That U. S. 
Navy Gaip a March. 

Paris, Jan. 21.— -The relations of the 
United Slates and Venezuela are receiv- 
ing the close attention of European 
-clutncellors which are kept constantly 
advised from Caracas. It is said that 
thfs-ls due to the desire of the European 
-countries to maintain the same commer- 
cial rights to Venezuelan ports as now 
•exist. The last Venezuelan controversy

Public Opinion Is Unitedly

Increased Number of Men Idle 
But Quietness Still 
Prevails. 



Rer-Iin, Jan. 21.— After a long debate 
on the coal strike in the Keiehstng to- 
day, during which the conditions exist- 
ing in the coal fields were dismissed, 
Ilerr Mocller, Prussian minister of 
commerce and industry, summarized the 
speeches as calculated to convince the 
mine owners that public opinion was 
unitedly against 'them, and announced 
that the government was prevailing a 
bill giving corporate rights to labor 
unions, and also a bill to organize so- 
called labor chambers to represent the 
interests of laborers in legal form.. The 
government, he said, hopes to introduce 
both bills before the end of the session. 

Dortmund, Jan. 21. — About SO per 
cent. ' of the coal operatives are strik- 
ing mid the mines ure producing only 
enough coal for their own coDsumption. 
The great iron works of Hoesch havo 
been idle for a week and the Dortmun- 
der Union Iron Works are partly shut 
down. Excellent order prevails. The 
large mines of the Gelsenkirchen Com- 
pany, located at Marten, near Dort- 
mund, have only 15 per cent, of their 
men working. Strikers, with their wives, 
stand at the months of the pits, and 
when 'the shifts of laborers take place 
they hoot the strikebreakers to their 
homes. 

Vherne, Prussia, Jan. 21. — Everything 
is quiet here. The coal output is scarce- 
ly sufficient for the mines' own needs. 
Tho police have ordered the early clos- 
ing of saloons on pay day. The Em- 
peror's birthday celebrations have been 
cancelled. Townsmen are contributing 
liberally to support the strike. In the 
Castrop district almost all the mines 
■are idle. Several workmen have been 
maltreated, but no rioting has occurred. 
In the RauseNi district a traiuload of 
miners at the Victor inine was attacked 
and shots wero exchanged. Yesterday a 
tree was Juki across the railroad tracks 
and today there were indications of 
rioting. The gendarmerie drew their side 
arms and arrested night men and also 
one woman. The number of strikers is 
expected to increase. 

Ituettensclielcl, Prussia, Jan. 21.— The 
strike here is general and includes 
Krnpp's Snelzerneuek mine. A meeting 
of miners passed resolutions to continue 
the strike. There have been no distur- 
bances. Owners of several mines have 
informed the strikers that the pits will 
be closed for ever if the strike con- 
tinues.

Three and a Half Mill! 'ns Worth 
of Stock Undetwrllen in 
England. 



Several VIclnrlans are Largely 
Interested in the Original 
Organizations. 



From Our Own Carreaiiondent. 

Vancouver, Ii. C, Jan. 21. — Two big 
pulp companies have amalgamated; and 
three million live hundred thousand dol- 
lars worth -of stock has been underwrit- 
ten in England to float the big proposi- 
tion. The companies which have joined 
[forces are the Pacific Coast Power Co. 
anil the Industrial Power & Pulp Co., 
Ltd. Both companies have secured a 
reserve from the government of 80,000 
acres, so that their total holdings' will be 
160,000 acres. Their holdings are sec- 
tions between Knight's Inlet and Jervis 
Inlet, some on Vancouver Island, along 
hear River to Alert liny. The news 
appears to he very definite that the 
English president and several of the 
English directors will be out here in the 
spring to actually start work. It is not 
stated how much of the capital raised 
from the underwriters goes to promoters 
and preliminary expenses, and the cost 
of the transfer anil how much will be 
appropriated for actual working capital, 
but it is stated that at the earliest pos- 
sible 'moment surveys will be made of 
tho entire reserve and work putjliod 
ahead to tin- actual manufacture of pulp 
aw an assured fact. It is stated here by 
one conversant of the pulp business that 
should a million dollars be invested in 
•plant it will mean the employment; of 
from 800 to 1,000 men. Tho original 
stockholders of the two companies are 
mostly resident in Victoria, and it is said 
that several well known Victoria men 
will 'bo made rich by the successful pro- 
•motioi) of the enterprise. 



A BRITISHER .SELECTED. 

Xcw York, Jan.*21. — Sir Caspar Pur- 
don Clark, for •many years art director 
of the Kensington museum in London, 
wits elected by the trustees of the Met- 
ropolitan museum of art. as director of 
tho 'museum to succeed the late General 
di Oesnolla. The selection of Sir Cas- 
par was made on the recommendation of 
a committee composed of J. P. Morgan, 
Elilnt Pool, Rutherford Stuyvcsant, 
Robert Wi Deforrest and Chas. P. Mo- 
Kim. It is said that Mr. Morgan's visit 
abroad last summer had for its- purpose 
tho gaining of the consent of .Sir Cas- 
par to leave the great Loudon museum 
and take charge of the New York insti- 
tution. Sir Caspar has been connected 
since 1807 with the South Kensington 
untiseum; on becoming art director of 
which he was knighted. He is the ntl- 
thor of many books and reviews on ni't 
and nrehaelogy and is a frequent lec- 
turer before British learned societies. It. 
is probable he will not enter upon the 
duties ol his new position until 
tlio end of the year, but prolnibly 
be will make a visit within the next 
few weeks to Inspect the museum.

Victorian Order of Nurses and 
the Queen Vlctoila Cottage 
Hospitals. 



..•No purer love, no truer loyalty can 
ever bo the portion of any ruler than 
that which the late sovereign, Her Most 
Gracious Majesty Queen Victoria, won 
from tho hearts of the British people. 
Almost exclusively, to the men who in 
various ways administer the affairs 
of the nation, and the women whs ruled 
lu the home, "Victoria the Good" was 
the only sovereign the people had known, 
and when in 1807 the whole world united 
in rejoicing at the celebration of the 
sixtieth year of a wonderful and pros- 
perous reign, it was but iitttiug that 
many expressions of the genuine love 
and devotion of loyal subjects should bo 
manifested. 

The Countess of Aberdeen, whose 
whole-hearted sympathy with Canadian 
life and Canadian interests was so niani- 
festedly realized during her residence in 
the country, lea the Canadian women : n 
their expression of love to their Queen. 
1't had been the expressed desire of her 
lute majesty that any commemoration 
of her diamond jubilee should take tho 
'form of the alleviation of suffering am! 
sorrow. Knowing the vast extent ol 
territory which comprises the Dominion 
of Canada, so great a part of whiea Is 
sparsely populated, Ladv Aberdeen real- 
ized that in the is-olation of its prairies, 
the mining camps of its mountains, ami 
the lumber camps of its forests, mncli 
suffering and loss of valuable life te- 
sulted because of inadequate care lor 
the sick, and thought that there could he 
no more acceptable commemoration of 
tho Diamond Jubilee than the establish- 
ment of an order of nurses to extend 
throughout tho Dominion, affording com- 
I fort and the safety of good nursing in 
illness. 

i The proposed memorial received the 
svtupathy and commendation of Her late 
Majesty, and appealed strongly to Cnn- 
| ndhin women; and, being of a national 
1 character, Lady Aberdeen looked to the 
' National Council of Women to carry 
into effect the proposed scheme. After 
consultation with medical men and 
prominent people of tho country, on the 
part of Lady Aberdeen, the Victorian 
Order of Nurses was established, ami 
the good work commenced, the royal 
charter including not only the estab- 
lishment of the order of nurses but also 
the opening of cottage hospitals or 
hoines in districts away from the cen- 
tres of population. 

The work, however, had not developed 
to the opening of hospitals when Lady 
uVberdeen left Canada, but Lady Minto, 
on her acquaintance with the country, 
•was strongly impressed with the great 
need of the good work which had been 
begun, and was desirous not.only for its 
success, but that she personally might 
have a share In it. The movement con- 
tinued to commend itself and to grow, 
and a number of small, six or eight 
roomed hospitals were established, which 
Were known as Queen Victoria Memor- 
ial hospitals, all of which were so locat- 
ed us to meet the needs in isolated dis- 
tricts. Of these there are now fourteen, 
three being in British Columbia, at Ver- 
non, Kaslo and Kevclstoko, and applica- 
tions for twenty-one more have been 
mnde, four requests going from this 
province, for Port Essington, Mission, 
Windermere and 150-Mile House. Tho 
hospitals thus established are almost ex- 
clusively under the management and 
care of the nurses of the Victorian Or- 
der, besides which district nursing is 
being done in fourteen sections of tho 
country where no hospitals are. 

The growth of the work naturally de- 
manded large financial support, and in 
older to ensure its permanency Lttdy 
Min to undertook tlio raising of an en- 
dowment fund, which would provide for 
the establishment of at least one new 
hospital each year. Tn this effort her 
ladyship was most successful. Toronto 
alone subscribed $50,000, and Montreal 
$31)000, to what, in honor of its pro- 
moter, is designated the Lady Minto 
Cottage Hospital Fund. 

To this worthy object British Colum- 
bia has so far made no contribution, 
though she litis the benefit of one-fourth 
of the hospitals established and desires 
others. To many a lonely man or boy 
in the mountains of this province the 
cottage hospital has been a veritable 
,"honie"--a blessing indeed. Many n 
mother's valuable life has been spared 
because of the elllcient service 1 it afford- 
ed, and many n suffering child has been 
comforted and nursed back to life by 
the tender ministrations of the nurses 
ill the cottage hospital. The Work needs 
but to be known to *Jie people of the 
province to meet 'with their hearty ap- 
proval and general support. 

For this purpose the local 'Council of 
Women of Victoria is. by kind permis- 
sion of His Honor the Liout.-Goycrnor; 
arranging for n meeting at Government 
House next Wednesday at -1:110 p. in,, 
'when His Honor will gladly welcome 
all who are interested in the good work, 
and the initiative will be taken toward 
'British Columbia doing her share in a 
noble work which was instituted as n 
memorial to h noble wvunnn and a 
gracious sovereign.

"Wo the undersigned, farmers and 
others, residents of, and interested in the 
welfare of the agricultural industry of 
Vancouver and adjacent islands, do here- 
by petition our federal government to 
establish an experimental farm in some 
suitable locality on Vancouver Island. 
Wits would submit that our insular posi- 
tion, and owing to our climatic condi- 
tions and the great majority of our soils 
being entirely different, we derive little 
(benefit from the operation of the experi- 
mental station at A'gassizi We realizo 
that the work of such a station on Van- 
couver Island would he of the ihighest 
value to the farming interests of these 
islands as well as those' of the lower 
Mainland, and believing that the import- 
ance of our agricultural industry fully 
warrants tho establishment here of such 
dn institution, we earnestly urge the 
government that they give effect to the 
•prayer of this petition."

Every Likelihood That Tram Co, 
Will Undertake Promised , 
Extension. 



It is learned unofficially that the B. 
C. Electric Railway' Co., Ltd., has every 
intention of eotnmeuciug the construc- 
tion of a branch line to the Gorge this 
coming summer. While ttho ultimate 
intention is to arrange for a belt line 
running from Esquimalt Toad via Craig- 
flower road, tho Gorge and thence on 
to connect with tho Douglas street line, 
it is not planned to complete the line 
this year, but only a portion of it — prob- 
ably that portion which will permit of 
the company handling the 24th of May 
traffic to the Gorge on tho occasion of 
the annual celebration of Victoria Day. 

The announcement that the company 
ihas decided to embark in this enterprise 
does not come in the nature of a sur- 
prise, as the project bus been mooted 
■for several years past, ami its ultimate 
consummation was considered inevitable. 
Eor tho past several seasons demand 
for tram facilities to the Gorgo has 
grown more insistent, as the northern 
section of the city is becoming populat- 
ed.

About eighty miles to the southwest 
of Cape Flattery a revenue cutter of 
tho United States is searching tor a 
steamer that is now safe in port. The 
steamer Miow.era, Which arrived at the 
outer docks yesterday morning, rcporrea 
that on Friday afternoon a white-painted 
United States revenue cutter whose 
name was not learned, signaled to the 
Canadian-Australian liner as follows: 

"Have you seen a disabled steadier?" 

When tho signals were shown, Cap- 
tain Hemming ordered the signal "No," 
and the cutter steered away to Continue 
the search. 

The, revenue cutter is searching for 
tho steamer Melville Dollar, which was 
nine days in coming from San Francisco 
to Seattle, as was stated iu these col- 
umns. She was in ballast and ran short 
of fuel because of her delayed voyage. 
Much of her 'woodwork was burned to 
keep the furnaces going. As a result 
of her nonarrival, orders were given the 
United States revenue service to make 
a search for her. Tho Grant was auout 
to start to aid in the searcb when tho 
Melville Dollar made port. 

The Miowera had a stormy trip for 
the greater part of her voyage. At 
'Suva a strong gale was encountered, 
-which, it was afterward learned on ar- 
rival at Fanning, had increased later to 
a hurricane, causing much damage at 
Kttva. The steamer left Sydney Decem- 
ber 2t>, after calling nt Brisbane, 
reached Suva on 'January 2. She pro- 
ceeded to Lauthala Bay to load 200 tons 
of sugar for the B. C. sugar refinery at 
Vancouver, and while anchored there a 
heavy gale blew, with continuous heavy 
sea' and rain, coming first from the 
southeast and then veering to the south- 
west. 

Several lighters laden with sugar had 
been moored alongside the Miowera in 
readiness for loading, but the lighters 
were all broken adrift by the heavy seas 
and scattered across the bay. Big waves 
washed their loads of sugar and the 
scattered lighters eventually brought up 
on the shore, all being wrecked in the 
bt caking surf. The sugar was lost. 

The pale moderated on the following 
day and the Miowera, not waiting for 
. sugar to replace that lost, proceeded 
back to Suva, whence she sailed on tho 
evening of January -I. Fresh southwest 
wind with rough sea with cloudy and 
showery weather was experienced al- 
most until the time of arrival at fan- 
ning island, at Which a call was cade 
to land supplies. Leaving Fanning 
island on January 9, the steamer ex- 
perienced fine weather to latitude 20 
north, thence fresh N. N. W. winds 
until arrival at Honolulu, which was 
reached January 32. The Hawaiian 
port was left next day— two days Inte- 
rnal moderate to strong, variable winds 
and a heavy northwest swell with cloudy 
and showery weather was carried to 44 
north, whence moderate southeast winds 
with cloudy weather was experienced 
until Flattery was reached. 

Since the Miowera last passed 
through this port, she has been docked 
and' some damaged plates, which were 
indented at Vancouver, have been re- 
placed: the hull hns also been cleaned 
anil painted. 

The Miowera had a full cargo. Tho 
space on board was allotted some time 
before her sailing, and cargo that was 
intended for her has had to he trans- 
ferred to the Moana. Wool, skins, oil, 
onions, oilcake, fodder, butter, etc., com- 
prise the cargo from Australia while 
there is flax from New Zealand, and the 
ship is taking sugar from Fiji. The 
Miowera had also provisions of every de- 
scription for the Pacific cable employees, 
Fanning island, where the vessel called, 
and there were a good number of pas- 
sengers, the majority of whom are going 
through to England. The passengers 
who debarked at Victoria were mostly. 
Japanese. There were but two saloon 
passengers for Victoria B. Madsen and 
,T. Draper. There were thirty-six for 
Vancouver. The steamer proceeded to 
Vancouver about 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning.

lie lives in d' manse of very comfort- 
able appearance, at the corner of Bnl- 
ouoral and Broadway in the western 
part of the city. On the day of my 
interview the winter sun streamed into 
the drawiug-room, adding a touch of 
gold to the artistic wallpaper paneled 
in sprays of pink roses on a gray back; 

In the distance was heard the 
tap, tapping of his secretary's nimble 
lingers on the typewriter, and while I 
-waited his eldest child, King, a curly- 
haired boy iu a "Buster Brown" suit of 
iblue, peeped shyly in at the stranger. 
Mr. Gordon has also two other children, 
these being girls. His wife is the daugh- 
ter of the late Principal King of Mani- 
toba college. 

The author of so many popular books 
shows tit lirst glance that he is daily 
waging a war against constitutional del- 
icacy. The pallor of his scholarly face is 
marked: his blue eyes at times light up 
when he speaks earnestly and he has a 
■habit of half closing them in a frown 
when discussing vexed questions of the 
day. but they. ton. bear marks of the 
much study which is ;i weariness to the 
llcsh. His seiiii-pointed beard is close- 
cropped and lie' glint of silver shows 
there while as yet it escapes the shapely 
head, lie looks a man a bit worn by 
"the 'bhtdgeonings of chance," yet one 
who would die lighting and with some- 
thing of the visionary that makes him 
live in ideals while he wrestles with t tie 
practical problems of everyday life. 

They throng in on him fast and his 
literary work suffers in consequence. 
Betters from leading American and 
English magazines come daily with re- 
quests for articles, but he does not -at- 
tempt any. It may be. that the time 
will come when ill-health will force him 
to leave his more direct form of minis- 
try and at. tho some time allow him to 
appeal solely through his pen to his wide 
constituency of readers. 

"•Sometimes," 'he said, "when I get 
letters from men and women tolling me 
that I have helped in some measure to 
make Christ's religion clearer to them — 
and -when I feel that 1 must perhaps 
choose between the two modes of work 
— 1 think I may some day decide to de- 
vote myself wholly to writing— but I 
don't like to think of relinquishing my 
more active work here." 

That St. Stephen's church, Winnipeg, 
should he dear to the heart of its pas- 
tor, is very natural. He came to the 
city ten years ago, when the little old 
church Wits hut a mission one, with 
small congregation :tnd scant wealth. 
Now the new St. Stephens (built in no 
small measure, if what men say is true, 
out of the profits of Ralph Connor's 
books, or at any rate greatly aided by 
sums given by the pastor) stands ns a 
beautiful building for God's service. 
There are about three hundred members 
on the roll, with an average congrega- 
tion of eight hundred. The church is 
modeled on an old English style, with 
squat tower. The chief leature within 
is the domed roof and circular auditor- 
ium, with sliding doors leading into the 
Sunday school rooms. The choir is a 
volunteer one entirely but does excellent 
work. Mr. Gordon expressed himself to 
me as being opposed to ornate church 
music. He did not believe rant it should 
lie made the principal attraction to a 
church, and in cases where it was so 
made ho did not think the effect was 
lasting, as it appealed only to the amo- 
tions. The churches might he crowded 
but the membership list did not grow. 
-He considered that the preaching of n 



St. -Stephen's Club, which is steadily 
growing in membership. A. feature of 
the anniversary is always the New 
Year's dinner, when the club meets to 
renew old acquaintance. Every Monday 
night it assembles to listen to an address 
or lecture on interesting topics, with 
now and then an informal meeting. 
'Every Sunday evening mi after service 
of song is held especially for young men, 
when unstinted efforts are made by Mr. 
Gordon nnd his assistants to reacli 
strangers in the congregation and to 
help them materially as well as spirit- 
ually. The club's now rooms will be 
ready before long and then many inter- 
esting features of the work will be in- 
troduced. 

"We are experimenting now." said 
Mr. Gordon, "for it is best to feel one's 
way. But I am strongly or the opinion 
that the problem of _ the young man 
stranger and sojourner is one that should 
engage more attention than it does from 
every church in Winnipeg, for it is to 
him nnd his kind that we look for the 
future." 

Mr. Gordon has had mnny opportuni- 
ties of going to the largest cities of the 
East, but his heart and soul are in this 
young Western country. As a student 
he was associated with Dr. Kobertson. 
the Presbyterian superintendent of 
Western missions, and lie- latter evi- 
dently had a strong influence over the 
vounger man, following now iu his foot- 
steps. 

"I grew to know the missionary west, 
to lcfre it and its work and I would not 
want to live in the East— not while Win- 
nipeg waits with its ever-growing op- 
portunities. Oh, I inn as bad ns the 
rest of them," and he'laughed, "as sure 
of this being the coming country, and 
hopeful of the spiritual harvest, too." 

Mr. Gordon talks very simply and nal 
urally. One is impressed with his 
dent sincerity and earnestness. I 
not wonder that men of the "Black 
Hock" country, men of the Selkirks and 
ranches and mines come to look up their 
old Inspirer when they pass through 
'Winnipeg. It is a habit that would 
grow on one, I should say. 

I asked Rnlph Connor which of his 
hooks he liked best. "In one way 
"Black Itork," he said. "It has atmos- 
phere. I think. But take separate chap- 
ters of "The Man From Glengarry" and. 
the writing is hotter. The book lacks 
continuity, for I can see now that I was 
divided in my mind between the develop- 
ment of the plot and the making of 
character sketches." 

He told me that be-ever took notes 
for any of his books.

American ' Insti- 
tute of Mining 'Engineers states that 
the invitation extended to the institute 
in 1003 to hold a meeting in British 
Columbia (with an accompanying ex-

SERVE. 

The legal opinion submitted by Mr. 
Taylor, city barrister, places the situa- 
tion in an entirely new light from that 
iu which the public has been used to 
view it. It confirms tho contentions of 
the Colonist a few weeks ago, when, it 
was held to be doubtful if the Indians 
could sign away treaty rights which af- 
fect their children and those who come 
after them for ever, or so long as the 
Indians continued to exist. Even if an 
arrangement were entered 1 into with the 
present Indians for their removal it 
would bo competent for their descen- 
dants in a few years to come to raise the 
issue as to their rights to tho land in 
question. It must not ho forgotten that 
Sir James Douglas, on behalf of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, inado a treaty 
fwith Indians who were lords of tho 
soil at that time, and were royal con- 
tracting parties of equal status with tho 
company, which had certain sovereign 
rights conferred on it by the Imperial 
Government in respect to Vancouver 
Island. The terms of that treaty and 
the rights of the Indians under it were 
recognized and continued by the various 
Acts of Union .since. It is a solemn 
treaty that the good faitli governments 
is bound to respect as much as though 
it we.vi made with a sovereign power in- 
stead of a humble tribe of Indians. A 
departure from that would raise sus- 
picions in the minds of all the Indians 
in British Columbia, who would regard 
it as a violation of that sacred covenant 
by which they hold iu eacli case the 
lands they now occupy. Therefore, dls- 
.possession can only come as a matter 
of right, even by enabling Acts of Par- 
■ liament, after the consent of the Indians 
themselves has been obtained, with a 
full knowledge of the circumstances un- 
der which they were being removed. 
There even then remains tue rights of 
posterity as an ethical theory to con- 
sider; but if those were equally protected 
in regard to some new reservation chosen 
no material wrong could be held to have 
been done to them. The opinion of Mr. 
Lugrin, based on a despatch to the Van- 
couver House of Assembly of 1S50, 
which has been quoted in the Times, 
cannot be held to alter the legal stains 
of the question as defined by Mr. Taylor 
in any way. At best the despatch re- 
ferred to was only a statement of gov- 
ernment policy at the time, and did not 
pretend to be a legal interpretation of 
tho treaty, which Sir James Douglas ur 
the government of the day had no move 
right to alter than we bare; Whatever 
may have been Governor Douglas' opin- 
ion of the legal merits of the case at 
that time, could have no bearing upon 
■ or affect the decision of a court of law 
at the present time, except, possibly, in 
'helping to throw light, in ease of doubt 
as to the effect of the treaty, upon 
"what he himself considered to be rights 
lie had intended to bestow upon the In- 
dians as one of the contracting parties. 
He did not at the furthest suggest to 
do more than leasing the lands and ap- 
plying' the proceeds for tho "benefit of 
the Indians; and in that he .strongly con- 
firms Mr. Taylor's opinion, as in fact, 
does the whole tenor of his despatch, it 
cannot be held that any change has tak- 
en place in the status of the question 
since that date. 

Now that the city is upon the right 
track and a course is clear for action, 
we hope that nil citizens will unite and 
pull together, to induce both Govern- 
ments to pass the legislation necessary 
to fairly compensate and remove the 
Indians. 



THE KUSKPAN COMPLI CATIONS. 

The opinion that has boon so often 
expressed as to the danger which the 
[Russian Government had to anticipate 
during the present war in a domestic 
way is being confirmed by the events 
reported from the Russian capital. Tho 
complications which are likely to arise 
are of the most serious eharneter, and 
very widespread. The recent demand 
for representative institutions came from 
anen in council assembled from all parts 
of tho Empire. That was more or less 
of a political character, and, while it 
portended a revolution sooner or later, 
might not: be regarded as immediately of 
pressing moment. Nevertheless it was 
significant of a general awakening. 
Political movements are necessarily 
slow, and being based upon theoretical 
considerations, such as furnished topics 
for political clubs in iPranee lorn: prior 
to the Revolution; take time to be orga- 
nized. When, however, the populace, 
frenzied by hunger and the pressure of 
imposts, took the law, so to speak, in 
their own hands, political theories, crys- 
tallized with lightning rapidity into ac- 
tion, and the storm so long brewing, burst 
upon France almost without warning. 
'Publicists had predicted it long beforo, 
and there was the smell of thunder in 
the atmosphere for years. The warnings 
had been given but they had gone un- 
heeded by the Court, engrossed as it 
was in the pleasures of the passing 
liour and the intrigues of domestic and 
foreign policy. The Court circle, with 
no sympathy with popular demands and 
regarding the populace with contempt, 
stood between tho people and their rul- 
ers, who had neither the opportunity nor 
the administrative ability to deal with 
the problems that the nation was thrust- 
ing upon them. We have undoubtedly a 
parallel for conditions in France of the 
time immediately preceding the revolu- 
«i(in and those which exist in Russia 
tuday. A policy of stern repression has 
made it impossible for sound theories of 
government to make progress in open 
liny, and the occasional spasmodic out- 
bursts of Nihilism, the creature of op- 
pression and repression, have been 
speedily put an end to. 'The Russian 
Government has remained, undisturbed 
in fancied security, and linn not applied 
itself to a study of the situation that 
has ' been ' steadily developing itself, ex- 
cept in the way of dealing rigorously 
rwltll the surface symptoms. It was in 
the very nature of things impossible to 
stem the influence of modern systems of 
government, under enlightened conditions 
upon the nation. While the musses in 
jiuflHln are ignorant, Mii.-t.rstitious mid 
dnwii-trnddon. and in thomielves lack 
the Initiative for intelligent organization, 
the select classes of Russia are Itigllly 
4 "" ] "" : '■"'•'•'mi or gruel. 



As hns of ten. been remarked, \>. only 
wanted tho opportunity to bring all these 
together in order to effect a change. War 
and disaster are affording the opportun- 
ity. On top of all the other disadvant- 
ageous circumstances comes the discon- 
tent arising out of defeat and great loss 
of prestige, which are attributed to the 
bureaucratic system so long in vogue. 
In order to popularize itself the Govern- 
ment, since the war 'began, has adopted 
some measures of reform.' The censor-^ 
ship of the press has beenvremoved, and 
the Government has been much more 
lenient in many ways. The recent con- 
vention of the- Zemstvos and the subse- 
quent memorial to the 'Czar wore evi- 
dences of the lengths to which the party 
of reform lias been permitted to go. In 
its policy of absolutism the •Government; 
exhibued -weakness rather than wisdom 
in permitting these things during war- 
time. It afforded the opportunity for 
criticism and protest and enabled the 
people, so to speak, to find their power. 
Liberty to those whose liberty has long 
been restrained is a dangerous experi- 
ment. This is illustrated in the strikes 
now on at St. Petersburg. It would ap- 
pear, too, that among the industrial 
elnssses there has been quiet organiza- 
tion going on, and that as a result the 
strike will spread throughout Russia. 
The people have faith in the Czar. It 
is part of their religion to venerate him; 
but their wrath, if their petition be not 
acceded to, will vent itself upon the 
heads of those whom the people regard 
as standing between their rights and 
their ruler. The lire has been kindled. 
Repressive measures are likely only to 
produce greater resentment. It Is evi- 
dent, from the language of the petition, 
that they are fully aware of their posi- 
tion anil have not taken the present 
course without a full sense of the respon- 
sibility which belongs to themselves and 
the members of the bureaucracy, from 
tho oppression of whom their petition is 
a cry to heaven itself. As has so often 
happens, it has required a prophet, a 
popular leader, in the guise of religion, 
to stir the people up, and he has evi- 
dently been found in the priest Gopon. 
■How far revolution is likely to go at the 
present time it is difficult to say without 
a more intimate knowledge of the inside 
circles of the discontented elements, but. 
if it follows the course of the French 
revolution, the political reactionaries will 
join forces with the mob. .We know that 
in the army itself there is strong sym- 
pathy with revolution, and we are told 
that the very highest Court circles are 
not free from the taint, if we may so 
express it, of the new movement. It 
entirely depends for the present upon 
the extent and completeness of the or- 
ganization that may have secretly been 
effected! The present crisis, iu any 
event, is likely to have an important 
effect upon the fortunes of the war. It 
may be that peace will be sought in 
order that the army may return to light 
a still more desperate foe at home. Alto- 
gether, since the war has begun, the 
outlook for Russia has never been so 
gloomy.

KSQU1MAI/T -AND VICTORIA. 

Since the first panicky feeling 1 in Vic- 
toria, which arose over the decision of 
the Admiralty to abandon Esquimalt and 
Halifax as naval bases, our citizens 
hnve subsided into an attitude of satis- 
faction in regard to the situation. It is 
not only that they have accepted the 
inevitable with good grace, bur they, per- 
ceive new possibilities in the position of 
affairs, which will compensate for tem- 
porary losses by the withdrawal Of the 

ships'. Esquirrialt now looms up large 
ns a centre of the canning industry on 
the jitvestern coast of Vancouver, Island, 
which was not thought of beforo. Then; 
arc visions of it becoming an important 
commercial harbor, which will supply 
in this city some' of the facilities which 
it formerly envied. It is not improbable 
that we shall have a dry dock capable 
of docking the largest ships now atloat, 
and that will anticipate the develop- 
ments iu shipbuilding for some time to 
come. 

There are other possibilities in sight 
as well. If Victoria ever becomes the 
terminus of one or more transcontinental 
railways, as we hope it will soon in th 3 
future, we shall require terminal facili- 
ties which we do not possess and which 
cannot be otherwise obtained. Of course, 
there is tho Songhees Indian reserve, but 
the disposition of that, even if the In- 
dians are removed, is not within the 
power of the city of Victoria; and tiie 
end is as yet doubtful. There is no rea- 
son, however, why the city of Victoria 
and the village or Esquimalt should not 
come within common municipal limits, 
when Victoria would be in a position to 
deal with railway companies for acquir- 
ing deep sea termini!, suitable for their 
requirements. Local freight could be 
brought into the centre of the city over 
the line of the E. & N. Railway, while 
it would not be a large engineering task 
to turn the gorge into a ship canal by 
deepening it and extending it to Esqui- 
malt, so that shipping could pass to and 
fro. The suggestion is one we think 
worthy of careful consideration. 

"EVANGELINE" IX THE SCHOOLS 
The action of the teachers of British 
'(.'olumibia at Ihoir recent convention in 
relation to "lOvangeline" as a literary 
StudyUn the public schools has caused a 
great: deal of comment throughout, the 
eastern part of Canada, and especially, 
down by the sea, near the liome of 
Evangeline. In the Maritime Provinces 
"Evangeline" is evidently a very popu- 
lar poem, and the people there cannot 
understand why the teachers or the ISilu- 
eaiion Department should object to it. 
One of the 'papers there says that edu- 
cationists must 'have a keener nose for 
mill- British .sentiment than those in any 
id her part of Canada if they can read 
hostile feeling into Longfellow's crea- 
tion. The St. John Sun «ays that it is 
being banished because it teaches false 
history, and adds that it does not pro- 
fess to he history. It is romance, it. 
says, and sufficiently true to history for 
its purpose. As a matter of fact, wo 
buHevo I hat it was for neither one rea- 
son or Mie Other that it was dropped, 
but. because it was getting stale with the 
teachers, and could not he taught with 
enthusiasm. Reference was made at 
the leathers' institute as to its immut- 
ability to ba ■'placed in the hands of 
small children, not. because ir wits Mojt 
literature of the highest cians, or wnii 
aiiii-ltritish in its time, or war, false his- 
tory, but because the child! of immature

incidents it poetically related that no 
amount of explanation could eradicate. 
The picture painted by Longfellow is so 
vividly beautiful that it becomes indel- 
ible. It was probably intended to lie 
neither history nor anti-British, but the 
child nevertheless obtains thereby n dis- 
torted and untrue idea of the whole 
Grand Pre incident. There- are a great 
many beautiful poems in the; English 
language and in all other languages that 
are best left for bhe mature mind to 
grapple with. There are any number 
of books, which are standards of Litera- 
ture, both in prose ami poetry, which 
would not be recommended to the ordin- 
ary pupil. We read poetry for its beauty 
and its imagery, and if teachers explain 
to the child that the expulsion of the 
Aeadians was a war measure, that de- 
portation was managed by Now Eng- 
enders, and all the rest of it, they really 
destroy the object of the reading by ren- 
dering it literal arid prosaic. It is like 
telling a child that there is no Santa 
(..'la us. By so doing you demolish one 
of its most beautiful fancies. On tihe oth- 
er hand if you teach "Evangeline" with- 
out explanations the impression is left 
that the British were guilty of inhu- 
man conduct in their treatment of an 
innocent and peaceful and God-fearing 
people. It. is better to leave literature 
dealing with such a delicate phase of 
our history out of the curriculum alto- 
gether, at least for all but; advanced 
pupils.

OPEN SHOPS IX AMERICA, 

Mr. W. W. Carlile writes to the Bon- 
don Times: 

An American movement that has not 
apparently as yet aitrueted the atten- 
tion .that it deserves on this side of the 
water is the movement in favor of the 
"open shop." By New York files re- 
cently to hand I notice flint, at the nn- 
inuoj convention of the Citizens' Indus- 
trial Association, the central society to 
which delegates are sent from the em- 
ployers' associations, in all the import- 
ant centres in the United States, Mr. 
D. M. Parry, the president, was able, 
in his opening address, to report, with 
regard to the results of the year's activ- 
ity on the part of the association, that 
ho 'believed that fully 1,000 manufac- 
turing establishments had during the 
year abandoned the closed shop and 
thrown their doors open to -workmen 
without regard to their membership or 
non-membership in a trade union. " I 
ihavo been informed," he said, "of the 
names of over 250 concerns in the city 
of Chicago alone that have done this."

The 
crowd of strikers in and about the Ad- 
miralty- gardens continued to grow hour- 
ly, swelled by arrivals from the Nevsky 
Prospect, which debouches upon tho 
Ibqulcvard skirting the gardens. 

The strikers manned and hold a small 
edifice at the corner of the gardens and 
poured out constant abjurgations and re- 
proaches, at the troops. It was in vain 
that tho otticers ordered them to dis- 
perse:

Refugees' From Port Arthur Report 
Little Looting at That Place. 

Cliefoo, Jan. 23.— Twenty-seven men 
and women, comprising tho first party 
of refugees from Port Arthur, arrived 
here in a junk today. They stated that 
twenty-two other junks bringing over 
500 non-combatants, were also coming. 
"Several launches immediately left with 
tho idea of assisting the junks iu reach- 
ing Chefoo. These refugees, including, 
men, women and children, bad been, 
waiting for a steamer at Pigeon Buy;,, 
They were without shelter and were 
obliged to sleep on' the sand. The refu- 
gees state that since the first few days 
following the surrender of Port Arthur 
there lias been practically no looting, 
tho officers dealing sternly with all of- 
fenders. Roughly estimated, 200 civil- 
iuus lost their lives during the f.iege. 
The refugees generally exhibit no signs 
of ill health from their subsistance bp 
a restricted diet.

Tho Nevsky ProspeKt Is a very bro:>d 
street running straight east-south-east 
for 3200 yards from the Admiralty to 
the Moscow railway station and thence

harbor. The part first mentioned owes 
its picturesque aspect to its width, its 
rich shops and still more its animation, 
but tho houses which border it architec- 
turally leave very much to ho desired.
